What is TIVICAY? 

TIVICAY is a prescription HIV medicine that is used with other antiretroviral 

medicines to treat Human Immunodeficiency Virus-1 (HIV-1) infections in 

adults and children 12 years of age and older and weighing at least 88 pounds. 

HIV-1 is the virus that causes Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS). 

It is not known if TIVICAY is safe and effective in children under 12 years 

of age or who weigh less than 88 pounds. 

When used with other HIV-1 medicines to treat HIV-1 infection, 

TIVICAY may help: 

* Reduce the amount of HIV-1 in your blood. This is called "viral load.” 

e Increase the number of white blood cells called CD4+ (T) cells in your 
blood, which help fight off other infections. 

* Reduce the amount of HIV-1 and increase the CD4+ (Т) cells in your 
blood which may help improve your immune system. This may reduce 
your risk of death or getting infections that can happen when your 
immune system is weak (opportunistic infections). 

TIVICAY does not cure HIV-1 infection or AIDS. You must stay on continuous

Send Pastries. 


Oh, the 2014 Holiday Gift Guide. It’s a fun issue to put together; I 
really enjoy seeing what the columnists give us for wish lists and must- 
haves. There is so much to find out there, so much to see, for different 
price ranges and interests. And, to cap off a wonderful inaugural year of 
introducing Lav.fash to the consumers of Lavender Media (both maga- 
zine and online), we have a wonderful 14-page section of fashion and 
style for you, in time for the holidays and new year. I want to personally 
congratulate and thank Justin Jones and Brandon McCray for not only 
conceptualizing but also executing a whole new style and fashion section 
for us, bringing in tremendous talent like Kyle Lieberman as photogra- 
pher and Hollie Mae Schultz as subject and collaborator. They have de- 
veloped their presence through the year and have polished their product 
with aplomb. I can’t see what next year holds for Lav.fash. 

But I'm getting ahead of myself. Always. Still. As usual. It's how I operate, 
particularly during the holidays. There are people to see, events to enjoy, 
dishes to cook, presents to wrap. Our Editorial Calendar Year (ECY2014) is 
coming to a close and I’m looking at ECY2015 as being yet another one of 
growth and greatness. It’s a bit of anticipation to add to the chaos. 

One of my usual cries for help when I’m frazzled is, “Send pastries.” 
Like the Bat Signal, I send it up when I really need to acknowledge that 
things are a bit crazy. Or, like a big WARNING sign, it’s a way to tell 
people to just stay away from me while I get things under control. Rarely 
does it actually result in someone sending me pastries, but it has actually 
happened, just as if Santa had beat up Krampus. The holidays tend to be 
stressful, whether self-imposed or not. So, I take matters into my own 
hands and make my own damn pastry. And it is glorious. 

What pastry? I make my Great Grandma Bergquist’s Swedish Kringla. 

I have the recipe committed to memory, but I still open the Dassel 
Home Circle Cookbook, first published in 1960, for Grandma B’s words 
(though they were attributed to Mrs. Arvid Bergquist instead of Sara 
Bergquist, before rural feminism). It’s a ritual. And, about whether it’s 
“Kringla,” “Kringle,” or “Kringler,” I don’t care. I’m sure there are cultur- 
al implications about one being Swedish, Danish, Norwegian, or “other,” 
but I still don’t care. If Sara says it's Kringla, it's Kringla. 

In a nutshell, this version of Kringla is basically a choux pastry puff 
on pie crust slathered in icing. Simple, huh? If not, feel free to find this 
article on the Lavender website for step-by-step photos. Be sure to send 
up the Pastries Signal if you get stuck. 


SWEDISH KRINGLA 


Crust Ingredients: 
1 cup Flour 

1/2 cup Butter 

1 T Water 


Pastry Ingredients: 

1 cup Water 

1/2 cup Butter 

1 cup Flour 

1/2 t Almond Extract 
3 Eggs 


Icing Ingredients: 

1 cup Powdered Sugar 

1 T Butter 

1/2 t Almond Extract 

2 T Half & Half (or Milk...something 
creamy that makes it more spreadable) 
Sliced Almonds 
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CRUST: 

Put all of the crust ingredients in a small bowl. Sara's directions say 
to make it like a pie crust...this means that you should cut the (really cold) 
butter into the flour and add the (ice cold) water slowly as it's needed. | de- 
cided not to follow Sara's directions entirely and used room temperature 
butter and threw the water in right away. Rebel. | use a pastry cutter to mix 
it together, but two knives held with a fingertip between them could do the 
trick, too. Or a fork. Or a food processor. See? We kind of fudge the rules 
these days and it all usually turns out just fine. 

Mix together the crust ingredients and split the dough in half, rolling 
each half into a ball. 

One ball at a time, press the dough into two strips that are about 12" x 
3" on a parchment paper-covered cookie sheet. Set it aside. 


PASTRY: 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 

Put the water and butter in a medium saucepan over HI heat. 

While waiting for it to come to a boil, get the rest of the ingredients for 
the pastry out and ready to go, including a spatula and an electric beater. 

As soon as the water and butter start to boil, pull the pan off the burner 
and immediately throw in the cup of pre-scooped flour. Mix with a spatula 
until flour is incorporated. 

Add the first egg and use the beaters to blend. Add second egg and 
use beaters to blend. Add third egg and use beaters to blend. Add almond 
extract and use beaters to blend. This entire add/blend process might take 
about a minute or two. 

Take the spatula and split pastry batter in half. Scoop the first half onto 
one of the crust strips and spread it out. Try notto leave too many peaks or 
valleys as that's how choux pastry tends to bake...what started as a sharp 
little peak will remain one, albeit brown and a little too crispy. The point is 
to place the pastry on top of the crust, not to cover the crust in pastry like 
frosting. Get the difference? Like how the creamy middle of an OREO sits 
on the chocolate cookie without completely covering it. Do the same with 
the second half of pastry. 

Place sheet in oven and set timer for 55 minutes. 

Check in on the baking pastry...it should puff up and be unattractive 
like brown crusty pillows. Don't worry-it needs to puff to cook the egg 
mixture inside. It'll calm down. 


FROSTING: 

While the pastry is baking, make the frosting. As you're doing it, it 
may not seem like it's making much...but believe me, the flavor packs a 
wallop. 

Throw all of the ingredients into a bowl and blend with the electric 
mixer. Scrape down the sides with a spatula to make sure it's all blended 
in and scoop your finger in for a taste. Yum. Almond joy. 

After you take out the pastry, let it sit for 5-10 minutes before spread- 
ing on the frosting. Then, spread half the frosting on one, the other half 
on the other. Sprinkle some sliced almonds on each, | used about 1/4 cup 
for each Kringla. 

Cut your Kringla into slices at an angle...or straight across, whichever 
you prefer. Leave them as larger, longer pieces or cut them in half to be 
more the size of bars. | recommend eating the batch within a day or so 
as (even in an airtight container) the icing tends to harden and then seep 
liquid after a while. Plus, warm pastry atop a buttery flaky crust smeared 
in almond icing deserves to be consumed while at its best. Fresh. 

Enjoy the holiday season, enjoy each other. Enjoy the pastry.

"Every day, driving the same route ...

This is a quote from Sharon Lane, whose children attend public 
school in Sabine Parish, Louisiana. The family is Buddhist, and her son 
was being routinely tormented by teachers for not knowing "correct" 
answers. 

One illustration from a science test stated: "Amazing what the

swer: "Lord." The boy's step-sister, also in his class, said questions of 
this sort were frequent and earned extra credit. 

When Lane approached the school principal, she was told if they 
didn’t like it, they could leave. On up the ladder, the district super- 
intendent claimed they had the right to act as they did. When Lane 
replied, “We live in the United States of America ... This is not a totally 
different country,” the district superintendent replied, “But you are in 
the Bible Belt,” and the school superintendent asked, “Does he have 
to be a Buddhist?” 


Some conservatives saw the school’s actions as a breach of the Unit- 
ed States Constitution, and many in the Deep South would agree, but as 
our country becomes increasingly pluralistic, encompassing many races 
and faiths, fear of the unknown increases. 

Georgia’s newly elected Jody Hice is not only anti-gay, but would 
allow a woman to enter politics only “within the authority of her hus- 
band,” and asserts Muslim—Americans are not protected under the First 
Amendment because Islam is not a true religion. North Carolina’s Mark 
Walker suggested, “We go laser or blitz” Mexico as a response to immi- 
grants crossing our borders. 

Fear of the “other” is not going away. We're taught in grade school 
that the Pilgrims came to these shores for religious freedom, but those 
Puritans sought freedom only for their particular faith. They killed and 
mutilated the nonobservant—Quakers like young Mary Dyer were 
hanged on the Boston Common in 1660 for holding to her faith. 

Today, we need to go beyond this 400-year-old mindset to ensure that 
everyone has both the right to an education free of religious harassment 
and the freedom to worship—or not—as one chooses. ш

4000 Miles by Amy Herzog was a finalist for last year's Pulit- 
zer Prize for Drama. Gabriel Murphy as Leo and Linda Kelsey as 
Vera portray the play's two lead roles on the newly opened Andy 
Boss Stage at Park Square Theatre. 

Murphy relates that the play “begins with 21-year-old Leo 
having just completed a cross-country bike trip showing up un- 
announced at this 91-year-old grandmother (Vera)'s West Village 
apartment in the middle of the night. At the top of the play Leo 
is emotionally wounded and lost, still suffering from a recent 
traumatic event. Over the course of the play we see how Leo's 
relationship with his feisty Marxist grandmother allows him to 
begin to heal." 

Murphy notes, *He has a combination of fierce intelligence 
and frequent unawareness. He has moments of being very 
astute, very wise, followed by moments of being extremely 
juvenile and irresponsible, which make for some very funny 
interactions with Vera. At the same time, all of his behavior is 
undercut by a deep well of sadness.

When acclaimed choreographer Scott Rink and his part- 
ner Michael Tennant were planning a 2014 trip to Scandinavia 
last year, they had hoped to visit Russia but, during the Olym- 
pics, they heard troubling stories of gay oppression under 
President Vladimir Putin. Brutal assaults on gays and lesbians 
by gangs and police that sometimes left them dead or severely 
maimed were becoming routine in the face of specifically codi- 
fied anti-gay legislation. 

The atheistic USSR was no friend of gays but Putin’s Rus- 
sia and its Duma legislature have embraced a rigidly puritani- 
cal version of Christianity. Blasphemy has also been coded into 
an actual punishable state crime, hence, reinforcing institutional- 
ized homophobia. Russia reflects an anti-secular global trend 
wherein separation of religion and state is devalued. 

Rink’s new work, Past (Present) Tense, is motivated by these 
dreadful developments. He shares, “The US State Department 
issued warnings deeming travel in Russia to be unsafe for mem- 
bers of the GLBT community. While we were mildly fearful of 
travel to St. Petersburg, it was more a desire to funnel our tour- 
ism funds away from this homophobic climate. Having stopped 
in Berlin just prior to what would have been our next planned 
stop of St. Petersburg, there was a feeling of history repeating 
itself. So for my current project, I wanted to create a war dance, 
or ritual of sorts, to prepare for battle against this oppression.

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Her movement looks choreographed; her speech sounds re- 
hearsed. Her skin is porcelain-fair; her posture, unbreakably proper. 
With a presence at once commanding and fragile, she leaves in her 
wake tides of perfume, sweeping mystery, head turns, and curiosity. 

A photo stylist by trade and at all times picture-ready, she 
seemingly lives her profession. Her clothes are never out of place; 
her hair remains unspoiled in the most menacing of conditions; her 
demeanor is palpably chic. 

From a distance she is a creation of Coppélia's Dr. Coppelius, а 
life-sized doll, unmissable, intriguing, impossible. 

But from up close: "We're gonna sell these panties!” she says 
during a recount of an underwear shoot and laughs. 

As poised as she may seem to a stranger, she is in reality every 
bit the humble, funny girl you’d hope for, but least expect, from afar. 
She crinkles her nose when she laughs, slaps her knee when she 
finds something hilarious, asks her friends to watch for boob slip- 
page, and dances proudly to equal parts rap music and 90's boy 
bands (alone, if needed). She's the first and last person on a dance 
floor. She's the first to listen to a secret and the last to let it go. 

From up close, she is no doll. She’s real. 

Hollie Mae Schultz is renowned for her work as a stylist, most 
recently awarded Best Stylist at the 2014 Minnesota Fashion 
Awards. Her portfolio includes Levi's, Sports Illustrated, Maxim, 
Target, and other storied nationals. Locally she's worked with Min- 
nesota Bride, Vita.mn, and, as you will see in these ensuing pages, 
Lavender Magazine. 

She is a classically trained ballet dancer and has danced pro- 
fessionally. She holds degrees in sociology, public health, and per- 
formance dance. She travels the country to speak on her profes- 
Sion and has an acclaimed nonprofit, Project Healthy Smile. 

She is understandably sanguine, but self-assurance hasn't 
been a constant. Her height—she's 5'11" today—plagued her in 
her formative years. 

She never attended a school dance. She never went to prom. 
Classmates teased her from an early age. 

"| was definitely insecure," she says. "I wasn't popular with the 
boys. | wanted to fit in. | wanted to dress up and go to prom and 
be cool... l'd never wear anything sleeveless or short because my 
legs and arms were so thin and long. It took me until | was 19 or 20 
before | was okay with my height." 

Her not attending a school dance, however, didn't keep her 
from dancing. 

At three years old, Hollie Mae began what would become a 
lifelong passion: ballet. She devoted herself to its practice and re- 
cital, doubly so in adolescence, and it was with ballet she assailed 
her insecurities.

“Ballet is quite the discipline,” she says. “I love it. It taught me 
not only about athleticism, but about the body, how to move and 
manipulate it in ways to make it look longer or curvier... [Ballet] is 
all about knowing position and angles." 

Her study required her to spend years at barres and in front of 
mirrors, teaching her poise and, perhaps more importantly, self- 
acceptance. 

Ballet primed her for a career in fashion: its instruction trained her 
to anticipate the figure, how fabric falls, how it moves, how it flows 
and when. Snap a photograph at any time during a professional bal- 
let and you'll appreciate this importance: every image is flawless. 

"That's the goal,” she says of styling, “The goal is to create the 
perfect picture. | love making something look beautiful." 

She qualifies, "[But] one of the biggest misperceptions is that 
what we [stylists] do is glamorous. People don't see the schlep- 
ping, all of the running around or heavy-lifting. People only see the 
end product, which isn't most of what we do." 

The idea of the end product, a perfect picture, representing 
the public's fascination with her profession, resonates when she 
Speaks to what inspires her ethic: "Don't speak for your work," she 
Says, "Let your work speak for you." 

In a way that's what styling is all about—it means to convey on a 
figure what clothes alone cannot: it is to identify what's between the 
lines of the designer's mind, a photographer's vision, a client's insis- 
tence, a consumer's wants. Styling is the act of bringing clothes 
to life, fantastically or believably, to achieve a perfect picture. 

In writing this piece, in processing our conversa- 
tion and all that we've known of Hollie Mae and 
all that we've learned, a quote from 
Balanchine comes to mind, 
one analogous to the inter- 
action between styling 
and fashion: “Danc- 
ing is music made 
visible."

Also in May, we partnered 
with Rubin Cordaro Design, Jasper + Black, LLC, and OutLoud Promotions to 
host Sam McClure for an NGLCC Roadshow in which Sam talked about the NGLCC 
Certification for LGBTBEs (LGBT Business Enterprise) and how they can leverage that 
designation to connect to corporate partners. In June we organized and facilitated our next 
Work Place Alliance event, hosted by General Mills. This event centered on meaningful 
conversations among local ERGs regarding "Trans Inclusion and Trans Issues in the Work

All of these successes were in addition to our 40+ 
networking events, an increase in the number of LGBTBEs in the Twin Cities, building 
a new relationship with the NGLCC and overall increased visibility with a presence on 
Social media, at local events such as Lavender's First Thursday, the return of a printed 
directory of membership for distribution and advertising on AM950.

This Christmas, instead of hoping 
for a new set of wheels or piece of funky furniture, | thought Га create a wish list of organizations that are worthy of 
financial support, if one was so inclined. (Boring but necessary disclosure: I’m personally involved with many of the 

nonprofits listed here, although what better way is there to know about the good work someone's doing? 


HERE ARE MY TOP FIVE CHOICES: 


Call for Justice, LLC callforjustice.org 

First, consider Call for Justice, LLC, a small nonprofit that 
I head. (Yes, that's right, I’m selfishly plugging the place 
that gives me a regular paycheck.) We do incredible work 
behind the scenes helping people who earn low incomes 
connect with lawyers to protect key needs like housing 
or safety from abusers. We're also a major hub for legal 
resource information—for example, we train United Way 
211 (Information & Referral) on how to make good legal 
referrals. Videotapes of those trainings (posted on the C4J 
website) have gone viral, meaning that people from across 
the world are getting help understanding the law and 
how to navigate legal systems. Consider a tax deductible 
donation, or if that’s too much to ask, please “Like” C4J on 
Facebook. (Or better yet, do both! 


Jeremiah Program www.jeremiahprogram.org 

The Jeremiah Program helps women and children escape 
intergenerational poverty by providing housing, day 
care, and preschool services—sometimes for up to four 
years—while “Moms” attend college. Most importantly, 
Jeremiah's life coaches help women, many of whom 
have histories of extreme poverty and/or abuse, think 
differently about themselves. In other words, it's a program 
that empowers women to succeed while they bootstrap 
themselves upward. Almost all of the nearly 80 women 
that Jeremiah houses graduate from college; a fifth go on 
to earn graduate degrees. This is a phenomenal success 
rate! Consider a donation—and tell them Ellie sent you!

The MLBA, the only professional organization of GLBT 
attorneys in Minnesota, gives a unified voice to a group of 
people who otherwise might be lost in a profession that's 
mostly comprised of straight people.

GLBT attorneys who practice in greater Minnesota (read: 
outside of the freakin’ Twin Cities). A donation to help 
fund the "Greater Minnesota Fellowship" would assist 
the MLBA in continuing that outreach.

MZMC will soon begin a big remodeling campaign (to 
better serve those new people), and | bet they’d welcome 
donations to their building fund. You can even attend 
MZMC functions to see your donation at work! 


The Bridge for Youth bridgeforyouth.org 

Ever consider what it means to be an at-risk youth? How 
about the added issues of being gay, lesbian, bisexual 
or transgender and coming out in a family that’s not 
very tolerant? The Bridge for Youth (again, I’m a board 
member) has several GLBT-oriented programs, including 
a youth support group named "So What If | Am?" Most 
recently, TBFY launched a support group for parents of 
GLBT youth; many parents have nowhere to turn for basic 
information related to their child coming out. What's more, 
and on a personal note that's very important to yours truly, 
TBFY maintains at least one bed space for transgender- 
identifying youth. Please put this place on your it's-the-end- 
of-the-year-and-I-need-a-tax-deduction list! 


There are plenty of other deserving nonprofits out there. 
If none of these float your boat, identify organizations that 
align with your passions (animals, the arts, nursing homes 
for worn out cowboy rodeo clowns) and support them with 
either a donation or your time.

BIGGAYNEWS FROM MISSOURI: 

Legally Married Same-Sex Couples Won't 
Be Allowed To Stay Together At City 
Union Mission 


The Kansas City Star reports that even if same- 
sex marriage becomes legal in both Missouri 
and Kansas — a matter now working its way 
through the courts - same-sex couples will 

not be allowed to stay as couples at City Union 
Mission's family shelter. Dan Doty, executive di- 
rector of the mission that has served the city for 
90 years, said that the organization's Christian, 
faith-based program simply cannot change its 
policy to encompass what they see as inappropri- 
ate and against their Christian ideals. Doty said 
that they do shelter gays, lesbians, and trans- 
gendered people, but if a same-sex couple insists 
on being housed together, they will simply have 
to refer the couple to another organization who 
could help them, such as the Salvation Army, 
Catholic Charities of Kansas City-St. Joseph or 
reStart, Inc., all of whom have said that they will 
shelter same-sex couples together. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM MASSACHUSETTS: 
GLBT Group Marches In Boston's Vet- 
eran's Day Parade For First Time 


The Boston Globe reports that a group represent- 
ing GLBT military veterans marched in Boston's 
annual Veteran's Day parade, the first time such 
an organization has participated in the festivi- 
ties. The group called OutVets, which serves 
GLBT veterans, their families and their support- 
ers, is both nonpartisan and nonpolitical, was 
welcomed by the parade's organizers from the 
American Legion. Stephen Peers, commander of 
the Suffolk County Council of the American Le- 
gion Department of Massachusetts, is one of the 
organizers and said that they were very happy to 
have OutVets as part of the parade. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM MISSISSIPPI: 

TV Campaign For Gay Equality Starts In 
Mississippi 

The Hattiesburg American reports that Mary 
Jane Kennedy considers herself a conservative 
Christian Republican who's led Bible studies in 
her native Mississippi for decades, but she is 
also the mother of two gay sons and one of the 
faces in a new advertising campaign aimed at 
softening religious opposition in the Deep South 
to equal rights for GLBT people. The advertise- 


ments, which will begin airing in Jackson, are 
the brainchild of the Human Rights Campaign, 
and will be used in conjunction with direct-mail 
messages and phone-bank operations as well. 
Kennedy, 61, said that she was worried at first 
about coming out so publicly on such a sensitive 
topic, but said that her faith eventually led her 
to see that it was more important to spread love, 
kindness, and caring instead of hiding behind 
her own fears. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM ROME: 
Pope Francis Demotes Anti-Gay Bishop 


MSNBC reports that the highest-ranking Ameri- 
can at the Vatican was demoted this weekend, af- 
ter weeks of vocally criticizing Pope Francis' lib- 
eral leadership of the Catholic Church. Cardinal 
Raymond Burke, 66, has been very displeased 
with the more liberal trend that the Church has 
been taking under Francis' lead, especially in 
regards to homosexuality, stating that "the pope 
is not free to change the church's teachings with 
regard to the immorality of homosexual acts or 
the insolubility of marriage or any other doctrine 
of faith." Burke was removed from his position 
on the church's highest court and reassigned 

to the post of chaplain of the Knights of Malta, a 
Vatican charity group, where he will have almost 
no responsibilities. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM LATVIA: 
Latvia's Foreign Minister Comes Out As Gay 


The Guardian reports that the Latvian foreign 
minister, Edgars Rinkevics, has become the first 
high-ranking politician in his country and the 
Baltic states to come out publicly as gay. Rinkev- 
ics tweeted on Thursday, “I proudly announce 
Iam gay ... Good luck to all of you." This tweet 
followed one that he made in Latvian which 
stated: “Our country must create a legal frame- 
work for all types of partnerships, I will fight for 
it, I know that there will immediately be mega- 
hysteria but #Proudtobegay.” The tweet quickly 
went viral, and will likely cause much contention 
in the small Baltic country where homosexuality 
is widely opposed. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM IRAN: 

The Gay People Pushed To Change Their 
Gender 

The BBC reports that Iran is one of a handful of 
countries where homosexual acts are punishable 


by death, but clerics do, however, accept the 
idea that a person may be trapped in a body of 
the wrong sex. Because of this, many homo- 
sexuals are pressured by both the medical and 
religious communities to have gender reassign- 
ment surgery to “fix” them, leading many to flee 
the country in order to avoid it. While support- 
ers see this as being a way of helping gay and 
lesbian Iranians lead fulfilling lives by putting 
them into the ‘correct’ body, many more see it as 
being a problem in which homosexuals are be- 
ing offered gender reassignment surgery when 
they are not actually transgender. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM IRELAND: 
Irish Ad Looks To Inspire Youth To Say 
‘Yes’ To Marriage Equality 


Advocate.com reports that a moving new video 
encourages young voters in Ireland to register 
by November 25 in order to vote in support of 
equality in next May’s referendum on civil mar- 
riage for same-sex couples. The heavily Catholic 
country has been moving steadily towards 
GLBT equality since the 1993 decision to de- 
criminalize homosexuality, and civil unions were 
legally recognized for same-sex couples in 2011. 
To help secure victory for marriage equality in 
the 2015 May referendum, equality advocates 
are making moves to get the younger generation 
to the polls, as evidenced by the inspiring new 
advertisement titled “It’s In Your Hands! Reg- 
ister to vote for Civil Marriage Equality” which 
says that young people can have a pivotal role in 
changing their country and making history. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM FRANCE: 


Sarkozy Places Scrapping of France’s Gay 
Marriage Laws at Centre of Bid to Be Re- 
elected As Country's President 


The Daily Mail reports that Nicolas Sarkozy has 
placed the scrapping of France’s gay marriage 
laws at the center of his bid to be re-elected as 
the country’s President. 59-year-old Sarkozy said 
he would ‘repeal’ laws allowing same-sex unions, 
despite his third wife being a huge support of 
gays marrying. B
